The present invention as currently claimed is directed to $ 

a system for allowing buyers to search an inventory of items | 

provided by at least two vendors ♦ An exchange platform is provided | 

at a location remote from the buyer and the vendors. This exchange | 

platform would include information such as the vendor's inventories | 

allowing the buyers to review the inventory of each of the vendors. | 

A transmission means is provided for transmitting the inventory 

from the vendors to this exchange platform* Additionally, each | 

buyer can directly order from the vendors without ordering through | 

the exchange platform. The exchange platform would allow vendors | 

to participate in this system as search time participants , order | 

time participants or real time participants. | 
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The present application recites 14 claims including 
independent claims 1 and 14. Claim 1 is directed to a system in 
which the exchange platform is located at a location remote from 
the buyer and the buyer is allowed to directly order from the 
vendors without ordering through the exchange platform. Claim 14 
recites a system in which the exchange platform allows vendors to 
be search time participants, order time participants or real time 
participants. ^ •

Purcell '807 and Purcell '789 are directed to automated 

and independently accessible inventory information exchange 

systems • As illustrated in Figure 1, a host information management 

system 10 is established within a computer system managing and 

processing information provided by a plurality of remote sellers 

21, 22, 23 and 24* A plurality of remote buyers 41, 42 and 43 

would also have access to the host information management system. 

Neither of the Purcell references would anticipate or suggest a 

system in which the buyer would not order directly through the host 

information management system or would include the ability for the 

sellers to act as search time participants, order time participants 

and real time participants as required by either independent claim

The patent to Dworkin describes a system and method for 
the automated selection of equipment for purchase through input of 
user desired specif ications* A plurality of vendors 9a, 9b, 9c and 
9d are connected to a CPU 1. This reference also does not allow a 
buyer to directly order from the vendors without ordering through 
the exchange platform and also does not include the ability for the 
vendors to be search time participants, order. time participants or 
real time participants, 

Johnson et al '683 and Johnson et al '516 are directed to 
electronic sourcing systems and methods ♦ It is noted that there is 
no exchange platform remote from a plurality of vendors as well as 
a plurality of buyers. 

The patent to Webber et al describes a system for real 
time shopping. A plurality of vendors such as a bookstore 42 , a 
florist 44 and a gift shop 46 are connected to a switch 48. A 
user's micro 58 is connected to the switch 48 through a network 
host 56, This patent also does not include an exchange platform 
remote from a plurality of vendors in which at least one buyer can 
review the inventory of the vendors on the exchange platform. 

The patent to Erickson shows a centrally coordinated 
communication system with multiple broadcast data objects and 
response tracking. A plurality of suppliers 12 are connected to a 
service provider 14. A plurality of buyers 10 are also connected 
to the service provider 14. 

It is believed that none of the references cited herein 
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anticipate or suggest the system as recited in claims 1 and 14. 
More specifically, none of these references recite an exchange 
platform remote from a plurality of buyers and vendors in which the 
buyer can order without directly going through the exchange 
platform as recited in independent claim 1. Additionally, since 
dependent claims 2-13 depend either directly or indirectly from 
claim 1, it is believed that these claims also recite patentable 
subject matter*
